SPRINGFIELD, ILL.,May 19.—Theclans were 
up early this morning and were busily engaged 
fixing the country delegates; indeed the chief 
end and aim of the Illinois politician seems 
tobe laboring with the gentlemen trom the 
rural districts.

which was established by Miss Warriner and 
Mrs. Risser last fall, by direction of the Lord, 
as they assert. The case of Miss Smith has 
become widely known, and it is thought that 
there may be a good many Springfield peopie 
who would be ipterested in meeting 
her and hearing the 
her life. She says that 
pends for her support for the most part on 
just what the Lordsends her. She illustrates 
this statement by relating howa neighbor 
came to her bedside the other day and handed 
her ¥1, remarking that he had been impressed 
with the feeling as he passed the house on the 
previous evening that he ought to goin and 
give her that amount of money. He put the 
impression aside forthe time, but could not 
getrid of it till the money was paid. She 
told him that the Lord would bless him, and 
a few days later he came again with another 
$1, and said that he should bring athird if 
the gift of the second brought him as great a 
blessing as didthat of the first. She wasa 
very healtby child tillthe age of eleven, and 
was then threatened with a fever, which the 
doctor ofthat day broke up with blood-letting 
and liberal doses of calomel. A sudden ex- 
posure gained _. ee long ride 
through the March wind, before 
she had reeovered from the_ effects 
of the calomel, coupled with constitutional 
tendencies to scrofula and rheumatism, is be- 
lieved to have laid the foundation of her life- 
disease. Her joints grew weaker and weaker, 
so that she became bed-ridden in twelve 
months. She manifests great cheerfulness, 
and believes that the Lord will in due time 

rant her a “release from bondage.” She feeds 
hereelf with a fork andspoon some fifteen 
inches long, and can read while lying on her 
bed, when the book is placed against her 
hands, deftly turning the leaves with a stick 
which resembles a short black-board pointer. 
There are very few ills to which flesh is heir 
that bave not fallen to the lot of this woman, 
for, aside from her many other infirmities, she 
isblindin oneeye. Her bed is placed omfour 
wheels and she experiences no especial diffi- 
culty in traveling, and sometimes attends 
Methodist camp-meetings and other similar 
_ gatherings. She finds talking quite easy, as 
her lungs ate strong. She is neatly dressed 
and well informed, being able, with the help 
ofher attendants, tocarry on an extensive 
correspondence. 

The Springfield ‘‘Faith Home’’ is establish- 
_ ed on the same principle as that of Dr. Cullis, 

of Boston, and Mr. Caldwell, of Worcester. 
All persons afflicted in body or mind who 
bave faith to believe that they can receive 
physical or spiritual help are welcome there, 
and the healing is secured through the prayer 
of faith, the laying on of nands and sometimes 
anointing with oil. VPatients are allowed to 
take their own course while in the houss, and, 
as Miss Warriner says, ‘‘If they want a sea- 
son of prayer while we are in the midst of 
doing our dishes, we stop right there and have 
it.’? Miss Warriner and Mrs. Risser are bet- 
ter known in Chicopee as “Sisters Orpha and 
tosa,”’ having lived there together for nearly 
thirty years. Mrs. Risser was healed by faith 
of a grieyous disease of long standing, some 
few yearssince. They depend wholly on the

CAN A PREACHER STEAL? 


The Question Answered by a London 
Magistrate in an Umbrella Case. 
{From the London Times, May 5th.] : 

At Guildhall the Rev. Edward Zechariah 
Lyttel, Vicar of Woodville, Burton-on-Trent, 
surrendered to his bail before Sir Robert Car- 
den to answer the charge of stealing an um- 
brella, value 17s 9d.,in the premises of the 
Civil Service Supply Association, in Queen 
Victoria street. The case has already bee 
reported. Mr. M. Williams and Mr. Buck 
appeared for the prosecution, Mr. George 
Lewis, Jr., for the defendant. Mr. Lewis 
said he did not for one moment deny that the 
umbrella was the property of the “‘stores’’ 
or that the defendant took it, but what he 
would show was that he took it in 
mistake. He would prove that he left 
his home in the morning with two 
umbrellas and left one atafriend’shvuse. He 
placed his own umbrella against a stand in the 
stores, and, on going away, took the one in 
question, believing it was his own, as it was 
very like it. Miss Lucy Symons, governess to 
the defendant’s children, said the defendant 
came to London on the 20th of April. He had 
two umbrellas tied together with him. One of 
them had a smal! paper label on the handle. 
She recognized the two umbrellas produced 
as having been in the house for some time. 
There was a mark on the back of th@ handle 
of the “stores” umbrella, but she could not 
say thatit was E.L. Mr. Williams said hits 
point was that the defendant made the mark 
on it with the scissors in his bag while he was 
left alone for five minutes in the secretary’s 
office. The witness said the defendant was 
very absentin his mind. He had been soever 
since she had known him. Edmund Symons, 
the last witness’ brother, said the defendant 
came to London with two@ umbrellas tied 
together. William Charlies Lyttel, 643 Oid 
Kent road, said he was at his broth- 
er’s house at Easter, 1879, and saw 
the two umbrellas produced by the defend- 
ant. The witness sawthe “‘stores’’ umbrella 
afterwards, in the hands of the _ police, 
and could bave sworn it was his -brother’s, 
tfiey were so muchalike. Mr. William Tre- 
nemen, of 3 Oross street, Wilderness Row, 
said the defendant called at his house on the 
22nd of April. Hethen had two umbrellas 
with him. He left one of them, which had 
the initials E. L. scratched on the handle, be: 
hind him. Mr. Lewis said that was tle evi- 
dence he had toeffer onthe part of the de- 
fendant, and he trusted it would satisfy the 
magistrate that this Was not an act of robbery, 
but amistake. Sir Robert Carden said the 
facts werd perfectly ciear; the only thing he 
had to consider was the state of the defend- 
ant’s mind at thetime, and what was his in- 
tent when he took the umbrella. He could 
hardiv fancy thata man of education ania 
clergyman, coing his duty to his parishioners 
day after day and week after week, with 
money in his pockets,would come forward in- 
tentionally to commit 80 graveanact. He 
thought that the absence of mind which some 
of the witnesses had spoken to might nave 
bad something to do with it, and he would 
give the defendant the benefit of the doubt; 
but he hoped his family would look after him 
and seethat he did not go about Londoa 
much by himself He must say he thought 
the matter was a very proper one to be 
brought forward. He discharged the de- 
fendant. 


Diamond Discovery tn Idaho.

While Peter Minton, William Beames, S.

Pacific Railroads, asking that an extension of’ 


time for the expiration of the land grant to 
the Texas Pacific Railroad be refused, on the 
ground that the al Spon grant was obtained 
through bribery and corruption. This letter 
made a great sensation in the commiitee- 
rooms, where it was read, and, notwithstand- 
ing the injunction of secrecy put upon the 
subject, arumor about the letter began to 
circulate in the Capitol early this afternoon. It 
was erroneously stated that the charges made 
in the letter involved the Northern Pacific 
land grant, and dispatches to this effect were 
sent from here; but a careful investigation by 
the Times correspondent shows thatit was 
the Texas Pacific alone which was referred to. 

Mr. George was met by the Times corre- 
spondent as he was returning home late this 
evening. He was requested to be morespecitic 
as to names of Senators and Members charged 


_ with receiving bribes in the shape of money 


and Jand-grant bonds for their votes. He de- 
clined to do so onthe ground that it would 
be anticipating the investigation and perhaps 
mizht defeat its purpose.

City Hotel Life. 
[From the New York. Times.] 


The fondness of Americans for living at ho- 
tels has ofien been commented on by Euro- 
peans, particularly by Englishmen, whorarely 
stay at a hotel except when at - and who 
almost never make ita home. While our na- 
tional habit, as it has been called, has been 
greatly exaggerated, there is no doubt that 
we are more addicted than any Old World 
people to hotel life, owing to various condi- 
tions Which do not exist abroad. Our hotel 
life is better ordered than it usedtobe. With- 
in two or three years a new kind of hotel, 
known as the private family hofel, has sprung 
up in this city, and bas proved so popular 
that it is certain to muitiply. Hotels of 
this stamp are new to the country, 
and as unlike our great teeming caravansaries 
as they weil can be and retain the same name. 


They receive no transient people; their rooms - 


are divided inio suites, usually rented by the 
year, and often furnished by the occupant. 
There is a regular restaurant, at which the 
patrons take their meals (each family, or set, 
atasmailtable, always reserved), paying a 
tixed price, generally fourteen dollars a week 
for each person. The suites. for one or two 
commonly consist of a parlor, or sitting-room, 
a bed-cbamber and bath-room; but they are 
larger, of course, when intended for a family. 
Most of the patrons are murried couples who 
have no children, or whose children have 
grown up or are away at school, though some 
fumilies with small children like these hotels 
us well as private houses, and say they have 
the sume advantages. There are at pres- 
ent six or seven family hotels ere, 
ailin or near Fifth avenue, and they are so 
much approved that they are con: 
tinually full, except, of course, 1n summer, 
wien their renters are out of town. They 
seem destined to become a favorite mode of 
living. They are not cheap; nothing good or 
desirable ever is cheap, but they are not very 
dear, as these things go. They are rather less 
expensive than the great hotels would be, and 
bave far more comfort for anybody who cares 
for quiet. Persons that have tried housekeep- 
ing year after year have adopted the family 
hotel and prefer the change. There are so 
many difficulties in the way of home-making 
inthis city, notwitbstanding that. they are 
materially less than they have been, that the 
new sort of hotel may be regarded as one of 
tue repeated esszys toward improvement. 
The chief trouble here is the cost of living, 
expecially of rent. Persens who have liberat 
incumMes orearnings are reiieved from any 
number of househo'd cares. But those de- 
pendent on orditary salaries have of necessity 
a“ Constant struggle.

The first volume of Ludwig Kossuth’s 
‘*Memoirs’’ bas just been published in Pesth, 
and creates, as may naturally be supposed, 
considerable interest. It is very doubtful, 
however, whether Kossuth’s reputa- 
tion will be increased by the making public of 
the events connected with his exile and con- 
spiracies against the house of the Hapsburgs. 
As 2 stutesman, indeed, the great republican 
reveals bimself in a very unsatisfactory light. 
An enthusiastie—vyea, even fanatical republi- 
cap—inspired with the bitterest hatred gf 
Austria, Kossuth bimself furnishes the mat 
cial showing bow he was played with by Na- 
poleon and the European courts at the 
very time whenthe people of England and 
America were listening to and applaud- 
ing his speeches to the skies, The part al- 
ready publisbed is a rather sad revelation. 
‘The great revolutionist had the misfortune to 
be led away by the enthusiasm that he arous- 
ed everywhere on English-speaking a ata 
by Napeleon busy “neutralizing English poli- 
cy through the Bright and Cobden school,’’ 
the while golden opportunities were missed 
forfreeing his country by independent and 
energetic means. Kossuth was an enthusiast 
for independence, but he was totally at vari- 
ance With other great ae i gy ers of his 
dsy, who, with more prudence and practical 
vense, hoped to obtain that which was really 
possible in view of the political situstion.

Itis skid thatthe expenses of these mis- 
sionaries are paid by their church, and in 
many cases whole colonies have been carried 
to Utah free of charge. “They take converts 
of either sex, but their first desire is to get all 
the women they can. In spite of the fact shat 
Mormonism, in the abstract, is revolting toa 
civilized woman’s feelings, they are frequent- 
ly induced to leave their Georgia homes and 
adopt the custems and religion of the Latter 
Day Saipts. And this fact is especially re- 
markable as applied to Georgia, where the 
sexes are about equally numerous, and every 
woman who attends strictly to business can 
eet a husband. 

The misfortune is that the Georgia converts 
to Mormonism have been from among respect- 
able, well-to-do citizens, whose toss has been 
felt in the communities they have left. Not 
long ago a colony of twenty-five persons left 
Fannin and Pickens counties. There were 
only four or five men in the lot. Several 
widows went along. About a dozen old maids 
joined the excursion, and a few blooming 
lassies, in the May day of young womanhood, 
went also. A friend of one of these remon- 
strated with her, and told her that in Utah 
she would bethe wife of some man who had 
at least another spouse. She had evidently 
calculated on this, and promptly replied that 
she supposed ‘“‘half a loaf was better than no 
bread at all,’ 

Another colony is now being formed in 
these counties. Itis estimated that over one 
bundred persons have left that section for 
Utah. They write back to their friends, giv- 
ing glowing accounts of their reception and 
their prosperity in that anomalous commu- 
nity. There are grave réasons * appre- 
hending that North Georgia may have a Mor- 
mon boom before long. 

The priests sent out to do the work of prose- 
lyting are shrewd and well educated. They 
reagon plausibly for a divine approval of 
their polygamy. They boldly contend that, 
as it is their religious faith, and the Constitu- 
tlon of the United States garantees religious 
freedom, therefore any legislation forbidding 
Mormonism is nulland void. They say the 
Bible of King James is incorrectly trans- 
lated in many important particulars. 
They are awailing the results’. of 
the translation now progressing in London, 
and if they are not satisfactory then their own 
church will appoint seventy learned men to 
produce the pure and unadulterated words of 
inspiration. One of the young priests,not long 
ago, spoke to a crowd of the beautiful domes- 
tic peace ree prexalts in Utah. He said his 
father was-a modest man, and had only three 
wives. They livein three cottages, entirely 
separate but close together. Each is happy; 
neither is jealous. They are very agreeable 
to each other, and in the memory of the priest, 
not once had there been a hair-pulling in this 
**triple alliance.”’

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A Caesarean Operation.

A remarkable surgical operation, which has 
just resulted in the death of the patient, was 
performed a few days ago ata city hospital 
here.

A Receiver Asked for the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ Bank.

» Bank, B. M. Chambers, Patrick F. Langton, 


Thomas Ryan, Solomon Quinlivan and John F. 
Gibbons, asking that a receiver be appointed 
to take charge of the assets of the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ Bank and thatthe above-named 
men be discbarged as trustees of that institu- 
tion. The petition is quite lengthy, and there 
are contained init some startling statements 
concerning the management ofthe assets of the 
Butcbers’ and Drovers’ Bank since its failure 
in July, 1877. The plaintiff says he had on de- 
posit at thetime ofthe failure $775, and 
that he has never received yny part of this 
sum. That at the time its doors closed the 
bunk had- assets tothe value of $5v0,000 or 
$600,000. and was justiy indebted to various 
creditors in the sum of $700,000. That 
Messrs. Chambeis, Lanzton, Quinlivan, Gib- 
bons and Ryan became the trustees to wind up 
the affairs of the defunct bank, and thatit was 
their duty to pay its just debts pro rata out of 
such sssets as could be realized on. That 
Chambers, in violation of his trust, devised a 
scheme for guining control and manage- 


ment of the assets of the bank with 
a view to secretly and wrongtully 
secure to several of the creditors who were 
his

payment in full of their claims to the exclusion 
of the plaintiffand a large majority of the 
creditors; that Chambers, in pursuance of his 
scheme, submitted a proposition te the eredit- 
ors of the bank, many of whom were illiterate 
and unacquainted with the ways of business, 
and some of whom were non-residents of the 
State, whereby he proposed that it the 
creditors would accept for their respective 
claims certain ‘‘scrip’’ purporting to. contain 
a promise to pay the amounts therein @st tortn 
on August 1, 1880, he would secure the said 
scrip by good deeds of trust whereby $250,00u 
worth of unsecured real estate in the city was 
to be conveyed to atrustee. Thatat the time 
of submitting this proposition Chambers pos- 
sessed in a large degree the confidence of the 
creditors of the bank and, relying upon 
his assurances and goou taith, a large anumover 
of the creditors took the scrip in payment of 
their claims. That after making such ex- 
change Chambers refused to secure the scrip
